— A tense quiet perv aded the 
Hocking Valley bituminous coal 
fields today , where y esterday a 
long standing wag e dispute be­ 
tween operators and nearly 7 ,- 
000 miners flared into v iolence.

Georg e White’s stern ultimatum 
for a cessation of “ lawlessness” 
under penalty of martial law. 
A series of minor outbreaks 
during the past month and a 
half was climax ed early Sunday 
by the dy namiting of a railroad 
spur trestle and the stoning of 
fiv e mine officials by a g roup of 
men reported to number about 
150. 
The disorders resulted from 
reports of the reopening today 
of the No. 6 mine of the Sun­ 
day Creek coal company at Mill- 
field and the Lick Run mine of 
the Hocking and Athens coal 
company . 
The operators were 
requested by Adjutant General 
Frank B. Henderson to keep the 
pits closed temporarily .

Washing ton, March 21— (A.P.) 
—Spring is here—and for mil­ 
lions of Americans the twelv e 
months just ended will ling er in 
memory as “ the y ear without a 
winter.” 
The last six months saw the 
most freakish weather in 
the 
history of the U. S. Weather Bu­ 
reau. 
In the east y oung sters with 
new Christmas sleds waited in 
v ain for the snow. It fell instead 
on orang e g rov es of sunny Cal­ 
ifornia. Most of the U. S. A. 
hardly knew winter was around 
until he launched a cold wav e in 
the second week in March. 
From the Mississippi v alley 
eastward the mercury hov ered 
from eig ht to ten deg rees abov e 
normal lev els. 
In the far west it hung per­ 
v ersely six or eig ht deg rees below 
the usual fig ure. The east section 
had one of the lig htest snowfalls 


ev er, while the west dug itself 
out of blizzard after blizzard. 
The winter of 19 31-32 may be­ 
come famous as the winter that 
ended the droug ht. In states 
where droug ht hit hardest two 
y ears ag o, % was so wet the us­ 
ual outdoor larm work was hind­ 
ered. From one and a ha lf to two 
times the normal precipitation 
fell throug hout the country , ex ­ 
cept in the northwest and Flori­ 
da. Most of it came as rain, not 
snow. 
“ Blame for most of the abnor­ 
mal conditions can larg ely be 
placed on warm southerly air,” 
say s Forecaster Charles E. Mit­ 
chell. “ A g reat area of hig h pres­ 
sure has remained almost con­ 
stantly ov er the eastern Gulf of 
Mex ico and the south Atlantic 
states and eastward ov er the 
ocean. This more or less station­ 
ary ‘hig h’ has sent warm breezes 
up ov er the country .”

—House leaders used the final 
hours of the week end truce on 
the rev enue bill today , in a des­ 
perate attempt to turn back the 
tide of sentiment ag ainst the 
sales tax . 
While the house worked on 
minor routine leg islation, the 
Democratic headmen employ ed 
persuasion and conciliation in 
try ing to win back some of the 
members who, Friday and Sa t­ 
urday , swept the leaders off their 
feet in the attack tha t led to a 
hurried and near-panicky ad­ 
journment. The way s and means 
committee, under acting chair­ 
man Crisp, planned some of the 
conciliation in amendments to 
take v irtually all the foodstuffs 
and a few other commodities off 
the list of manufactures to be 
tax ed. 
It was but a slim hope, and 
with the ex ception of the Dem­ 
ocratic floor leader, Rainey of 
Illinois, 
none 
rushed 
forward 
with forecasts of success. On the 
other side, Representativ e Lo- 
g uardia (R., N. Y.), who has led 
the anti-sales tax forces, con­ 
fidently predicted v ictory . 
When the bill ag ain is taken 
up tomorrow, to keep it from 
being hacked to pieces, Crisp in­ 
tends to bring up immediately 
the sales tax prov isions, skip­ 
ping interv ening sections. 
Be­ 
fore the hurried adjournment 
Saturday , the rev olters wrote up 
to the unsurpassed heig hts tax es 
on the big g est incomes and for­ 
tunes, pushing them to a pot 
that led Rainey to warn tha t the

The estate tax normally would 
be reached before the sales tax 
section.
